1. NUMBER OF VIETNAMESE REFUGEES CURRENTLY IN HONG KONG 
IS 3,863. AN ADDITIONAL 27 VIETNAMESE REFUGEES FROM SWEDISH 
SHIP MAY OR MAY NOT BE PERMITTED TO LAND IN HONG KONG SOME 
TIME TODAY. 

2. HKG IMMIGRATION BREAKDOWN AT THE MOMENT IS 1.551 MALES, 

861 FEMALES, AND 1,281 CHILDREN 18 YEARS AND UNDER. ADDITIONALLY, 
THERE ARE 1 15 HOSPTTAT JZF.D REFUGEES WHO HAVE NOT BEEN BROKEN 
DOWN BY SEX AND AGE GROUPS AND THE 67 FROM SWISS AIR AND AIR 
AMERICA WHO ARE BEING TREATED AND HOUSED SEPARATELY. 

3. LOCAL ICEM OFFICE HAS RECEIVED TELEX FROM ITS GENEVA 
OFFICE CLAIMING THAT CONGEN HONG KONGHAS AUTHORITY FOR 67 
TO PROCEED TO GUAM AND INSTRUCTING ICEM TO ASSIST IN TRANS- 
PORTATION. WE HAVE INFORMED ICEM THAT WE HAVE NOT YET
